The two urban renewal areas included within the Neighborhood 
Development Program are located within the City of Fort Wayne, 
County of Allen and State of Indiana and are described as 
follows : 

East Central Renewal Area (NDP Area No. 1) 


Beginning at a point formed by the intersection of the 
west right-of-way line of Lafayette Street and the north right- 
of-way line of Main Street; thence east along the north right- 

of-way line of Main Street; thence east along the north right- 

of way line of Main Street to the Norfolk and Western Railroad 

track; thence easterly along said track to the east right-of-way 
line of Coombs Street; thence south along said right-of-way line 
to the north right-of-way line of Wayne Street; thence east along 
said right-of-way line to the east right-of-way line of University 
Street, if extended; thence south along said right-of-way line to 
the northerly right-of-way line of Maumee Avenue; thence easterly 
along said right-of-way line to the east right-of-way line of Ohio 
Street; thence south along said right-of-way line to the south 
right-of-way line of the first alley south of Lewis Street; thence 
west along said right-of-way line to a point 230 feet more or less 
west of the west right-of-way line of Chute Street; thence south 
along a line parallel to Chute Street to the south right-of-way 
line of Hugh Street; thence west along said right-of-way line to 
the' west right-of-way line of Gay Street; thence north along said 
right-of-way line to the south right-of-way line of the first 
alley south of Lewis Street; thence west along said right-of-way 
line to the west right-of-way line of Lafayette Street; thence 
north along said right-of-way line of Main Street, which is the 
point of beginning.

a point; thence south along a line parallel to the right-of-way 
line of Webster Street, if extended, to the Penn Central Railroad 
track; thence west along said track to the centerline of Swinney 
Park Place; thence north along said centerline to the northerly 
right-of-way line of Jefferson Street; thence northeasterly along 
said right-of-way line to the west right-of-way line of Garden 
Street; thence north for a distance of 75 feet more or less to a 
point; Whence west along a line perpendicular to Garden Street 
for a distance of 220 feet more or less to a point; thence north 
along a line to a point on the south right-of-way line of Washington 
Street, said point being 165 feet more or less west of the West 
right-of-way line of Garden Street; thence north along a line to 
the center of the St. Mary's River; thence northeasterly along 
said center to the northerly right-of-way line of VanBuren Street; 
thence south along said right-of-way line to the north right-of 
way line of Berry Street; thence east along said right-of-way line 
to the east right-of-way line of Fulton Street, which is the point 
of beginning.

Park Place; thence north along said centerline to the northerly 
right-of-way line of Jefferson Street; thence northeasterly along 
said right-of-way line to the west right-of-way line of Garden 
Street; thence north for a distance of 7 5 feet more o;: less to a 
point; thence west along a line perpendicular to Garden Street 
for a distance of 220 feet more or less to a point; thence north 
along a line to a point on the south right-of-way line of Washington 
Street, said point being 165 feet more or less west of the West 
right-of-way line of Garden Street; thence north along a line to 
the center of the St. Mary's River; thence northeasterly along 
said center to the northerly right-of-way line of VanBuren Street; 
thence south along said right-of-way line to the north right-of 
way line of Berry Street; thence east along said right-of-way line 
to the east right-of-way line of Fulton Street, which is the point 
of beginning.
